Value of Apple Pomace. 


A ‘Young Fafmer, but an old Sailor’’ makes some 
inquiries in regard to the use of apple pomace as a 


born, wool tag+, woolen rags, &0.; bat of these no 
farmer has a sufficiency for his use, and few can bay 
to any considerable extent. Sulphate of ammonia, 
saltpetre, guano, porgy cham, &c, can be purchused, 
but for this few farmers have the money, and if they 
had, it is questionable whether there is not a better 
way than to buy them, except perhaps on a small 
-seale, or under peculiar circumstances that may exist. 
As a general thing, our farms ought to furvish us all 
that we need in the way of manure. When furnished 
with the proper feed, our animals will supply manure 
that is, after all, the best. Our farms can furnish 
this feed, except in rare cases of uatural deficiency of 
oes ag acid, or where that substance has been ex. 

austed by overcropping. In these cases, it would 
have to be supplied from abroad; but in the case of 
nitrogen, there seems to be no such necessity. Nature 
has provided that, while there are some crops that re- 
quire more nitrogen than they furnish, there are 
others that furnish more than they require. By cul- 
tivating these in large measure, we may increase the 
amount of animal feed, and thus increase the amount 
of manure, and also charge it more highly with nitro- 


n. 

_The plants that are understood to be procurers of 
nitrogen are clover, peas, beans, buckwheat, cabbages 
and the root crops generally. Now it is to be sup- 
posed that the principles of vegetable growth are the 
same in all plants; but those named having large 
leaves, probably act.more powerfully in drawing nu- 
triment from the atmosphere, and also call forth a 
corresponding action on the part of the roots. It may 
be on this account that these plants have the power of 
absorbing and retaining nitrogen in a greater degree 
than other plants, and it may be on account of some 
peculiar constraction; but however this may be, it is 
not yet fully understood how the nitrogen is procured 
by these plunts. The air is said to be composed of 
four parts nitrogen to one of oxygen, and to be the 
source of all nitrogen; and there must be some way 
for this principle to be communicated to plants, and 
thence to animals. It is already well understood that 
ammonia exists in the atmosphere, being composed of 
nitrogen in combination with hydrogen, and that the 
nitrogen of ammonia is communicated to plants by 
means of their roots But this nitrogen, if [ under- 
stand correctly, is derived from organized bodies, 
combining to form ammonia during the fermentation

Many of our County Agricultural Societies have 
published their schedule of premiums for the current 
year so far as the same relates to the culture of wheat. 
It will be remembered that not less than one-fourth of 
the State bounty received by each Society, is to be ex- 
pended in premiums for the encouragement of wheat 
culture, for the present and two following years, and 
it is in accordance with this requirement, and to in- 
form farmers of such premiums that these schedules 
are published thus early. The West Somerset Society 
offers $25, in several well arranged premiums, and 
other Societies have offered similar prizes. We hope 


these encouragements to grow wheat will result in 
large increase of this most important crop.

While some assert its 
value, either as @ manure or mulch, others as positive- 
A few 
years ago a gentleman in Hallowell, who has a large 
orchard, and who understands the management of | 
trees as well as any one we know, informed us that he 
had for some years used apple pomace as a mulch for 
his trees with most satisfactory rosalts. We also re- 
member the statements of M. Frere Henry of Rennes, 
France, made some years since, upon this very sub- 
ject, who after a trial of apple pomace as a mulch for 
apple trees, for fifteen years in succession, stated that 
trees to which it was thus applied made *‘double and 
treble the growth of trees’’ that did not receive an ap- 
plication of the pomace (mare.) He applied it to 
both apple and pear trees. The pomace should under- 
go fermentation before being used. Some farmers 
mix it with lime and apply it, with good results; oth- 
ers thrown it into the yard to be worked over by the

A correspondent at South 
Corinth inquires in regard to a remedy for grub in 
the head of sheep that was published in our journal 
seven or eight years ago. We have been unable to 
turn to it, but perhaps some of our readers may re- 
It was a preparation to inject into the 


bonized material, or escapes into the air, and is car- 
again 
applied to the uses of vegetation. But this expla‘ns 
nothing as to how nitrogen, aside from that contained * 
in ammonis, can be communicated from the air to 
nourish vegetation. 
I learn from books, that saltpetre—which is nitro- 
gen, or rather nitrogen and oxygen combined with 
potash—is in some purts of the world dug from the 
earth, or found incrusted in caves. In this case, prob- 
ably the deposit is formed by the decomposition of ni- 
trogenized bodies, or by the action of some mineral in 
connection with air. I also learn that this substance 
is made artificially by taking earth from old and de- 
cayed buildings, mixing with it bits of bora, skin, 
&c., and heaping it up in a situation sheltered from 
the rain, but admitting the air, which, after being 
turned several times, is found to be impregnated with 
saltpetre, which is then obtained by lixiviation. Now 
it seems to me that in this case, nitrogen, distinct 
from ammonia, must be communicated from the air. 
If this is correct, may not something like the same 
process be carried on in the soil, induced by manur- 
ing and cultivation, and by the partial shelter afford- 
ed by large, outspreading leaves? We know that un- 
der these circumstances mushrooms are formed, and 
these ure said to be highly charged with nitrogen. 
Again, when atmospheric air is admitted to the soil 
by cultivation, and there submitted to the coercive in- 
fluence of powerfull7 operating roots, may not the air 
be there decomposed, the oxygen escaping, or forming 
seme new combination, and the nitrogen unite with 
hydrogen, forming a new portion of ammonia? We 
know that the roots of vegetables have the power of 
breaking down hard mineral substances, and drawing 
from them the needed sustenance, and they may have 
the power of decomposing atmospheric air, especially 
as the mild fermentation going on during the growing 
season in mapured and cultivated ground, may be 
supposed to assist in the process. In both of these 
instances, nitrogen would be communicated trom the 
air to the growing plant, otherwise than by the con- 
tained portion of ammonia. [In the first instance, by 
the union of nitrogen with oxygen, and then with pot- 
ash, forming saltpetre; in the second, by the decom- 
position of the air, and the union of its nitrogen with 
hydrogen found in the soil, thus forming ammonia. 
Theee speculations may be altogether at fault, but till ° 
further enlightened [ must regard them as quite as 
— as apy theory that has come to my knowl- 
ge. 


One writer remarks: ‘Clover has the power to ob- 
tain nitrogen, somehow or other, nobody knows how 
or from whence; but it is generally supposed from the 
subsoil, by its long tap roots.”” Now it seems to me 
quite unlikely that these roots would go down into the 
subsoil after an aeriforous principle. It seems to me 
they are much more likely to go there for moisture 
and minerals. It may be there is a stratum of nitrous 
earth underlying the surface of the who'e globe, but 
I doubt it. But farmers need not wait for the solution 
of these questions. Enough is already made certain 
to guide to successful results. One thing is: Plaats 
do not absorb nitrogen from the atmosphere by their 
leaves to any considerable extent. Carbonic acid is 
thus absorbed, possibly ammonia, very sparingly; but 
we must look to the roots mainly, as the medium 
through which the plant must receive its nov rishment. 
If there is any correctness in the above speculations, 
we see how much may be gained by well manuring 
aod pulverizing the soil, mixing the manure and soil 
well ther before putting in the seed, and if a hoed 
crop, of thoroughly cultivating afterwards. And even 
if these views -are entirely fallacious, the matter of 
faithfal working of the soil loses little of its impor- 
tance, inasmuch as there is no doubt that carbonic 
acid and ammonia are communicated to the crop by 
means of the air admitted to the soil by cultivation. 
Another thing made certain is, that there are cer- 
tain crops, not ex vein their cultivation, or ex- 
haustive to the soil, that may be relied on to furnish 
the nitrogen required for the cultivation of wheat. In 
some sections, the crop mainly relied on for this pur- 
pose is clover. In western New York this plant has 
done wonders. There is land there that for fifty years 
has had no other manure than clover and plaster that 
has even increased in fertility while producing 
crops of wheat and corn. It is probably a fact, how- 
ever, that that land it peculiar, and that we cannot 
depend on such marked results in the State of Maine. 
But wherever clover can be made to grow well, an 
advantage may be derived that ought not to be over- 





to make it grow, or 
requiring 4 little outlay, we can well afford it, as the 
greater value of the wheat we raise will amply pay 
for the extra outlay.

The Judges and guests are requested 
to report themselves at the office of the Secretary, at 
the entrance of the grounds, where cards of admission, 
ete , will be furnished. 

Vacancies will be filled by the Trustees at the Pres- 
ident’s quarters, on Tuesday, the seventh day of Sep- 
tember, at 7 o’clock P. M , when the books of entries 
will be delivered, and a regular meeting of the Trus- 
tees will be held at the Peesident’s Headquarters at 9 
A. M, each day of the Fair. 

The Judges will, at their discretion, appoint a time 
for the examinati n of animals, of which due notice 
will be given, through the Superintendents, to exhib- 
itors. The exhibition in the cattle ring, or on the 
track, will take place punctually at the hours speci- 

ed 


The Judges will report, not only the animals and 
articles entitled to premiums, but also those next in 
merit in each class, to meet the contingencies of any 
objection which may arise tothe awards, and also 
that they may receive commendation. Any animal or 
article which, in the opinion of the Judges, deserves 
a special commendation, will also be reported to the 
retary. 

Regard will be had to purity of blood, as established 
by pedigree, symmetry, size, and general character- 
istics of the several breeds of animals; and the Judges 
will make proper allowance for age, feeding, and other 
circumstances. They are expressly required not to 
give encouragement to over-fed animals in the breed- 
ing classes. 
If not satisfied as to the regularity of the entries in 
their respective classes, they will apply to the Secre- 
tary for information, and should there be any doubt, 
after examination, or if the animal or article is of such 
a character as not to be entitled to exhibition in cow- 
petition, they will report the facts to the Secretary, 
for the consideration of the Board of Trustees, that 
such course may be adopted as the case may require. 
No person who is an exhibitor oan act as a judge on 
the class in which he exhibits. And during the ex- 
amination of the Judges, if any person interferes with 
them, by letter or otherwise, he will be exclided from 
the competition, But exhibitors, when requested, are 
ex to make verbal or written statements con- 
cerning their contributions. 
As ove great object of the Association is to collect 
valuable information upon the subject matter of the 
exhibition, the several committees are requested to 
gather all the information possible from the exhibitors 
in their classes, and to make their reports as full as 
time and circumstances will permit. 
When animals or articles are not deemed worthy of 
& premium, the Judges will, in all cises, withhold it. 
An animal or article entered for exhibition in one 
class capnot compete for premium io any other; but 
animals in other classes are not prohibited from com- 
peting for Herd or Sweepstakes Premium, nor horses 
entered for exhibition from competing for the premi- 
ums for speed.

. The “Alabama Claims.”’ 


It will be remembered that George Francis Train 
supplemented his recent lectare in our city by some 


desultory flourishes on the text, ‘Pay the Alabama 
claims or fight.” A practical enforcement of the 


views set forth by Mr. Sumner in his elaborate expo- 
sition of the grounds of these claims would seem to 
require, not only that England should be compelled 


to ‘walk up and settle’ or accept the alternative pre- 
sented by Mr. Train, but that she must make a full 
and frank confession of the moral turpitude of her 
conduct towards us during the war as a condition pre- 
cedent to anything that may be said on the subject of 
specific damages. There is no probability, however, 
that Mr. Sumner’s speech was intended as a warlike 
menace. It purports to have been made in the inter- 
‘est of that permanent peace which can only result 


frem a final settlement of this vexed question, and the 


removal of all cause for rancor and heart-burning 
denounces the Johnson-Clarendon 
treaty, which was properly rejected by the Senate, be- 
cause it provided only for the settlement of a ‘‘batch 
of individual claims,’’ giving England an opportunity 
to file in set-off even the claims of confederate bond- 
holders, and utterly ignoring the ‘‘massive griev- 
ance’ under which our country suffered, and which 
is stil] the root of the whole difficulty. He then pro- 
ceeds to state our case against England with that an- 
alytical precision characteristic of all his speeches, 
but with unusual directness and closeness of argu-

ment, The case begins with the ‘‘fatal concessions” 


prematurely made, which gave confederate ships the 
rank of lawful belligerents and enabled rebels to build 


ships in England and sail them without incurring the 


liability of pirates. He then connects England, out 
of the mouths of her own statesmen, of ‘‘gross negli- 
gence’ which was a ‘‘scandal and a reproach’’ and 
indicated connivance, in permitting the escape of the 
Alabama and consort ships whose depredations and 
burnings made the ocean blaze with American com- 
merce. His rule of damages is a comprehensive one, 
giving us a ‘colossal sum total,’’ seen not only in in- 
dividual losses, but in those national losses caused by 
the destruction of our commerce and the prolongation 


of the war. 


While it cannot be doubted that this statement of 
the case expresses the feclings of a large majority of 
the people of the Northern States, even of those who 
have never been ardent admirers of Mr. Sumner’s po- 
litical theories, it is rapidly becoming a source of re- 
gret among thoughtful statesmen and candid journal- 
ists, that such prominence was given to the idea of a 
contrite acknowledgement of the insult to our nation- 
al sovereignty in issuing the proclamation of neutrali- 
A satisfactory settle- 
ment of our claims for damages would necessarily 
have involved an admission of the international wrong 
committed. The British Government might even 
have made an express apology for the crime of the 
Alabama as an act of war against a friendly power. 
Pat while England retains a scintilla of her ancient 
pride as mistress of the seas, she will never submit to 
the humiliation of apologizing for a solemn proclama- 
tion of her government, and penitently confessing’ 
that it was an offence against the dignity of the Unit- 
ed States. If she were to make such a mortifying 
confeseion she would receive the contempt of all first 
class governments of Europe. It seems extravagant 
and absurd to expect it. Our government should 
have been contented with an apology and redress for 
the depredations of the Alabama without quibbling on 
the technical injury to national honor. Thus while 
this demand of Mr. Samner being superfluous and 
certain to fail of British compliance, cannot possibly 
do any good, it may be inferred from the tone of the 
English press that it has already been productive of 
harm by uniting all parties, Liberals as well as Tories, 
ina more decided opposition to our claims. Even

It must be admitted that Englishmen have some 
reason for thinking that we are a queer people to make 
bargains with.

Revision Or THE Statutes. It is a source of grat- 
ific: tion to the judiciary and legal profession of 
Maine, as well as a matter of interest to the general 
public, that the highly important work of revising 
and consolidating the public laws of the State has 
been entrusted to a commission of able and accom- 
plished lawyers, instead of being left to a single con- 
tractor or “‘jobber.’’ The compensation of the com- 
missioners will be six dollars per diem, not to exceed 
in the aggregate the sum of $1,500 for each one. 

Since the revision of 1857, nine hundred and thirty 
public acts, additional, amendatory or of repeal, have 
been passed by the Legislature, making about six 
hundred and sixty pages to be incorporated or merged 
in the present volume. Every attempt to ascertain 
what the provisions of the statutes may be on a given 
question, is now a matter of great inconvenience and 


course results in inextricable confusion among the un- 
professional classes. The necessity of a thorough re- 
vision has therefore become imperative and absolute. 
The work has already been systematically commenced, 
and under the terms of the resolve, must be completed 
by the tenth day of the next session of the Legislature, 
and submitted for acceptance. The present arrange- 
ment, titles, chapters and sections, will be preserved 
as far as possible, and in view of the well known qual- 
ifications of the commissioners, we may expect a care- 
fal and scholarly execution of the whole work.

Dispatches from Washington, Philadelphia 
and many other places report much enthusiasm over 
the news. The bell of Independence Hall, at Phila- 
delphia, was brought into use to commemorate the 
completion ofthe Continental Railroad, and the scene 
there generally was more enthusiastic than any since 
Lee’s surrender. 

There is now one continuous line of road from San 
Francisco to Bangor, a distance of 3769 miles, as fol- 
From San Francisco to Sacramento, 120 miles; 
thence to Ogden, (point of union) 730; thence to 
Omaha, 1032; thence to Chicago, 490; thence to New 
York, 913; thence to Boston, 236; thence to Bangor, 
248—total, 3769. 

From Chicago, however, as the Boston Journal re- 
marks, the line of the Pacific road might as well be 
considered as running to New Orleans, Savannah, or 
anywhere else, as to Bangor, for the whole Atlantic 
section epreads out in a fan-like net work of roads in 
every direction—the veins and arteries of the national 
system. These are multiplying every month, so that 
before long a map of our railroads will consiitute sub- 
stantially a map of the country. Already the United 
States far surpass other countries in aggregate miles 
of railroad, the account standing 42,255 miles here 
agiinst Great Britain’s 14,247; the French Empire’s 
9,934; Prussia’s 5,926; Russia’s 4,317, and Italy’s 
4,109. The whole of Europe sums up 56,660 miles of 
railroad. Asia has 4,474 miles; South America 
1,424; Africa only 583; and Australia 789. The to- 
tal for the world, at the close of the year 1868, was 
109,177 miles. The next ten years will probably 
show an immense increase to these statistics.

One of the tracts put into the company was 
a tract from Virginia to Albert Gallatin and others, 
which had,been patented in 1786, for 225,000 acres. 
Soon after the formation of the company they, by 
their President, Robert. Morris, transferred all the 
lands of their association to three trustees, Thos. Wil- 
ling, the President of the Bank of the United States, 
John Nixon, President of the Bank of North America, 
and John Barclay, President of the Bank of Pennsyl- 
vania. This was in 1795. This transfer to these 
three parties was in trust for the benefit of the com- 
pany; and, in the event of the death or resignation of 
either of them, the title was to vest in the survivor. 
Thomas Willing resigned in 1796, a year after he was 
appointed. John Nixon died in 1808, leaving John 
Barclay the remaining trustee. The latter dying in 
1816, his heirs conveyed these vast possessions to two 
parties, Benjamin Dundess and James Kugler, in 
trust for the benefit of the company. The latter par- 
ties allowed the lamds to be forfeited to the State in 
1832; but in 1844, the Legislature at Richmond pass- 
ed an act for their relief, allowing them to redeem the 
property by the poet of back taxes. The taxes 
were paid, and the State conveyed the property to 
Dundess and Kugler, by special enactment, perfecting 
the title. In 1854, the pro was purchased by 
Gov. Morrill of Maine, and in 1857, he instituted suit 
for its recovery, it having been claimed and occupied 
by other parties since 1834,

"The Maine Annual Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, commenced its forty-fifth session 
on Wednesday of last week, in Sacarappsa. This con- 
ference embraces that portion of the State west of the 
Kennebec river, and has one hundred and twenty- 
seven ministers, eleven of whom are on probation, 
sixteen are supernumerary, and thirteen are superan- 
nuated. One, Rev. U. Rideout, has died during the 
year. There are 115 houses of worship, 59 parson- 
ages, and a church membership of over 11,000. 

The meetings of the Conference throughout have 
been largely attended, and the proceedings harmoni- 
ous and of great “interest. Among the important 
measures adopted is the following resolution in regard 
to the Sunday School: 

Resolved, That there is no department of our work 
more important than the Sunday School. It should, 
therefore, have suitable time and attention given it 
The crowding of the Sunday School exercises into a 
half, or at the most three-fourths of an hour, as is 
now done, is very unwise and is calculated very much 
to retard the Sunday School work. We, therefore, 
recommend to all our people, so far as it is practicable 
to do so, to devote dne of the services of the Sabbath, 
either morning or afternoon, to the Sabbath School 
and Biblical instruction; and that the pastors with 
the aid of the Sabbath School Committees be directed 
to carry this recommendation into effect wherever it 
is at all advisable. 

Besides the denominational affairs of the Confer- 
ence, portions of the session were given to the cause 
of the Freedmen, the Orphans of Soldiers, and of 
Temperance, and able and impressive addresses were 
made in behalf of these important interests. The 
Conference finally adjourned on Monday. 





Women’s Lasor tn Mains. We could have hard- 
ly believed it possible that women’s labor in Maine 
would ever be reduced so near the starvation point, as 
the following statement made by a correspondent of 
the Portland Peess, would indicate. The writer says 
that immenee lots of clothing are being contracted for 
at prices which give to the poor women who make it 
up recompense like the following: A common woolen 
coat, sack fashion, twenty-five cents; pants, twelve 
and a half toeighteen cents; ordinary overcoats, forty 
cents, and the heaviest and best made one, sixty to 
seventy-five cents. The material thus cheaply made 
up comes from a great clothing house in New York, 
cut and furnished with the trimmings. This work is 
taken by cuntract to make, in large lots, generally by 
country traders, or persons who, not only get the ad- 
vantage of the incidental custom which comes of the 
drawing to their places of business so many people 
and families, but also the advantage of paying ‘‘out 


of the store,’’ which everybody knows gives a margin 
of profit. 





Ga The Gardiner Journal describes a very ingen- 
iousand successful swindle, that has been recently car- 
ried out in Whitefield and other places in the vicinity. 
The Journal says: ‘Parties travel round getting or- 
ders for best tapestry carpets for fifty cents per yard, 
best sheeting for six cents, and other goods in propor- 
tion,—the goods to be delivered when their big team 
with four horses comes round. They then produce a 
small stock of ‘nicest broad-cloth, of which they have 
about enongh for one suit of clothes,’ (worth perhaps 
‘$1.50 per yard) and ‘wll let them have enough for 
& suit for $30; if they want it, though they don’t care 
to sell.” Thinking, because they sell carpets and 
sheetings so cheap, that their cloths are also cheap, 
many families invested with them from $25 to $30. 
A man whom we heard desoribing the swindle, said 
he presumed in his neighborhood they too« over two 
hundred dollars.’’ '

The New York World gives an iv- 
ventory of the cargo of the steamer Arago, which 
sailed last week. They are as follows: Ten thousand 
stand of arms, six million rounds of fired ammani- 
tion, 12 six-pounders, six twelve-pounders, 2000 sad- 
dies, 2000 briddles. Besides these articles of contra- 
band, there were carriages for the guns, lots of pork 
and beef, medical stores, crackers and a large quanti- 
ty of rum tocheer the patriots. The 10,000 stand of 
arms were not needed altogether of course, as is un- 
derstood to arm the men in the Arago. The surplus 
arms were for the Cubans who were willing to fight 
in the centre of the Island, but have no arms. The 
saddles and bridles were for mounted infantry, as that 
arm has been found the most serviceable in the war 
with the Spaniards. 

The steamer sailed with nearly 1000 men on board. 
Every thing was done openly. The volunteers went 
on board the steamship with their muskets over their 
shoulders after having partaken of a dinner at a pub- 
lic hotel. There was no attempt made by the United 
States authorities to put a stop to the expedition, al- 
though the administration must have been aware of 
it, as relatives of some of the young men on board tel- 
egraphed to Secretary Fish to have the vessel etopped. 
The United States authorities excuse themselves 
on the ground that as President Grant has as yet is- 
sued no proclemation, they are not supposed to know 
that any insurrection prevails in Cuba or anywhere 
else. 





Axoruer Inpran War Imminent. The New York 
Herald’s Washington special of the Sth inst., says an 
officer who left Fort Harker, Kansas, ten days ago, 
reports great uneasiness among the Cheyennes, Arapa- 
hoes, Kiows and some of the Camanche bands. These 
tribes were the objective points of General Sheridan's 
campaign into the Indian country last winter. Their 
losses seemed to make an impression at the time and 
every reason was presented to lead to the belief that 
the tribes would be willing in the future to remain 
quiet upon their reservations. The approach of sum- 
mer however, seems to arouse afresh this warlike 
spirit and again the plains and frontier settlements 
are threatened with a summer of devastation and 
bloodshed. 

The chiefs of the tribes declare that their goods are 
withheld from them and that promises of the govern- 
ment have not been fulfilled. Most of these Indians 
are in the vicinity of Medicine Cliff Creek and receiv- 
ed their annuities there in February last. Those that 
have not come have no right to expect anything. The 
complaints are considered nothing more than the fore- 
runners of another outbreak as soon as the grass is 
sufficiently advanced and the ponies have recuperated 
in strength and flesh. 





Tae AtapamaA Crarmants. A new proposition for 
the relief of American sufferers by the depredations of 
the Alabama, as we learn from the correspondent of 
the New York Commercial, is now receiving consid- 
eration at Washington. It involves the passage of a 
law by Congress, authorizing the appointment of a 
commission to audit and pass upon all American 
claims against England for damages sustained by the 
violation or evasion of neutrality laws during the re- 
cent civil war. The United States Government will 
then assume these claims and present them in single. 
item in account against Great Britain, with a demand 
for immediate restitution. In case of a refusal, ulte- 
rior measures it is believed will be backed by the en- 
tire American people. This course is calculated to ob- 
viate almost interminable delays which usually attend 
the settlement of claims against foreign Governments.
